EDITORIALS 


The President’s decision to run again has opened the 1956 
political campaign and headlines the main issues: Fisen- 
hower will run on his record, the Democrats on his health. 
But it has also cleared the air of some larger uncertainties 
about the next five years. Instead of a passing dream, Eisen- 
hower Republicanism can remain a force in the land. That 
makes a big difference—not only to the Republicans but 
to the nation. 

Many a shrewd political pundit was surprised by Ike’s deci- 
sion. Their logic went like this: He shouldn’t run, therefore 
(being Ike) he won't run. The flaw in the logic is that the 
best judge of should or shouldn’t, in this case, is Ike himself. 
He now believes, with his doctors, that he can count on at 
least five years of normal life and activity. He has withheld 
no clinical details of the steps that led to this conclusion, As 
a result his admirers can reverse the syllogism: He will run, 
therefore (being Ike) he should run. 

Three heartening possibilities now confront the American 
people which, without Eisenhower, might have been denied 
them. The first has to do with the cold war. If Ike is re- 
elected, the American people ar less likely than otherwise 
to accuse and suspect each other of either war-mongering 
or appeasement. They will have, in Eisenhower's proved 
instinet and judgment, a kind of national criterion for locat- 
ing the safe line between these dangerous extremes. This 
advantage carries a risk: the people must not lean so hard 
on Eisenhower's judgment that he or they will become com- 
placent about the world struggle. 
‘The second has to do with the U. 


The painful process of school integration, now just be 
ning in the South, may take years to complete. Yet no think- 
ing American doubts that it will be completed. The latest 
Gallup Poll shows that although eight out of 10 white South- 
erners oppose integration, a majority also believe that it will 
eventually come. The problem confronting ail of us is to keep 
it orderly, and to keep it as gradual as may be necessary to 
keep it peaceful. 

Many antisegregationist Southerners believe, as Will 
Faulkner's letter in last week’s Lire eloquently testified, that 
friends of the Negro have been trying to push integration 
faster than Southerners will ever accept without resistance. 
This might be said, for example, in the current cause célébre 
of Autherine Lucy. Students at Alabama who were willing 
to have her come there have pointed out that she, herself, 
helped create antagonism by being driven to school ostenta- 
tiously in a Cadillac, by being registered ahead of others wait- 
ing in line and by suing for immediate admission to dormitory 
and mess as well as classes (although most whites as old 
she is board outside). Such carping cannot alter Miss Lucy's 
claim to justice, which we assume the courts will enforee— 
if need be by contempt citations against the trustees who 
have expelled her. It does emphasize why pioneers should 
avoid needless scraping of Southern sensitivities and emo- 
tions. For when all is said and done, unless the Southern 
whites accept a Negro as a person—rather than as a cipher 
bearing a writ of mandamus—he will gain access to nothing 
more than resentment and hostility. Desegregationists, there- 
fore, have a double duty to talk softly, and, as Faulkner 
urges, “Go slow, now. Stop now for a time, a moment.” In 
the great battle of principle, the victory is already thei 
they can afford patience in its execution.

anarchic tendencies, is so obviously in the general interest 
that it commands broad assent. Thus, under his leadership, 
Americans are less likely to accuse each other of being either 
Socialists or reactionaries. 

The third possibility relates to the Republican party. Under 
Eisenhower it has its best chance to complete those long- 
deferred changes, both philosophical and structural, which 
he has begun. It can become an up-to-date and cohesive 
party, a permanent contender for the independent vote, and 
on the basis of its policies, not just a personality. Moreover, 
if the Ike men have their way, the Republican party will con- 
tinue and broaden its invasion of the South, until the two- 
party system becomes nationwide. 

Republican strategists have a choice of two ways to broaden 
their voting base, They could go down the line with the 
‘.A.A.C.P.: forcing integration as speedily as possible, let- 
ting the FBI police Southern polling booths, and otherwise 
courting, both North and South, the crucial Negro vote. The 
other way will produce fewer Negro Republican votes, but 
probably more lasting progress toward school integration and 
racial equality (see below). It is to let the South work out its 
own salvation under national policies which, though firm 
and progressive, will hold federal intervention to the neces- 
sary minimum.

The rest have long since admitted Negro grad- 
uate students, by court order, and are now admitting as many 
as 500 undergraduates. A growing number of younger South- 
erners—enlightened by college, or by battle—are facing up 
to the fact that discrimination cannot be reconciled either 
with democracy or with Christianity. Other Americans can 
help them best by giving them the patience, forbearance and 
the time to work their own solutions of what is essentially a 
moral evil rooted in ignorance. superstition and fear. They 
might well heed the advice of Louisville’s Publisher Mark 
e, who has done as much as any man to build inter- 
racial bridges: “The reasonable people of the South are caught 
between two forces, one of them sitting down in the traces 
like a balky mule, the other trying to move it by setting fire- 
crackers under its belly. Both attitudes are dangerous.” Both 
are. The task is to preserve an atmosphere in which reason, 
tolerance and compromise can still operate.

Tiny plastic eyepiece is promising new solution for cataracts 


Man’s ability to see depends on his eye lens, 
a tiny dise of stiff jelly located just behind 
the pupil, which focuses light rays in a clear 
image on the back of his eyeball. But some- 
times the lens is dimmed by a clouding known 
as a cataract. Now an artificial lens of molded 
plastic has been perfected which duplicates the 
clarity of a living lens and can be used as a per- 


manent replacement when a cataract forms. 
ts, 


The conventional way to treat catarg 
which afflict hundreds of thousands of Ame: 
cans, is to remove the opaque lens. Suffere 
have to wear glasses with an extra thick lens 
to make up for the absence of their own. In 
the new operation, which was developed in Eng- 
land a few years ago and is now coming into 


use in the U.S., the tough, transparent cornea 
is first sliced and pulled back, the opaque lens 
is removed and the plastic one slipped in its 
place. 

The lens capsule, a thin, transparent mem- 
brane which held the old lens in place, is left 
to do the same for the plastic lens. Early ex- 
periments with the lens in which the capsule 
was cut out failed when the plastic lens came 
loose and drifted back into the soft, vitreous 
matter which fills the eyeball. 

Surgeons at Philadelphia’s Wills Eye Hos- 
pital, who were the first in the U.S. to use 
plastic lenses, have put them into the eyes of 
67 cataract patients in the last four years. All 
but two have recovered almost normal

A History of the 
by SIR WINSTON 


“Wherever men are fighting against barbar- 
ism, tyranny, and massacre, for freedom, law, 
and honor, let them remember that the fame 
of their deeds, even though they themselves be 
exterminated, may perhaps be celebrated as 
Jong as the world rolls round.” 

These words Winston Churchill might well 
have uttered, as prime minister, to pilots of 
the Spitfires in the Battle of Britain, to sur- 
vivors of Dunkirk or to veterans of North Af- 
rican deserts. The words are actually written 
by Winston Churchill, the historian, of the 
men of Britain who, 15 centuries ago, rallied 
about King Arthur, 

Sir Winston Churchill’s magnificent four- 
volume chronicle, A History of the English- 
Speaking Peoples, tells the story of the English 
and American worlds. Beginning with The 
Birth of Britain in next week's issue, Lire 
will publish four instalments from Volume I 
of this monumental work, each richly illus- 
trated with photographs and paintings of the 
scenes described. As later volumes appear, 
Lire will publish additional instalments. 

Rarely does the genius of writing great his- 
tory meet and match, in the same man, the 
genius of making it. From the heights of his 
own experience, Churchill looks back on the 
history of England and America to record 
not only man’s glories and victories but also 
his follies and crimes. Human greatness is de- 
scribed in its ever-changing shapes: the poetic 
greatness of an Arthur or an Alfred, the mon- 
strous greatness of a Henry VIII, the moral 
greatness of a Lincoln. Through this history 
we are led to recall, in vivid detail, many of 
the world’s most fateful battles, from Hastings 
and Agincourt to Gettysburg. 

For its author, a work of such sweep can 
only have been both a labor of love and of 
principle. In his own words (right) Sir Winston 
tells how he approached this work and what 
he hopes it will mean to those who read it. 


T is nearly twenty years ago that I made the arrange- 
ments which resulted in this book. At the outbreak 
of the war about half a million words were duly 

delivered. Of course, there was still much to be done in 
proof reading when I went to the Admiralty on Sep- 
tember 3, 1939. All this was set aside. During six years 
of war, and an even longer period in which I was 
occupied with my war memoirs, the book slumbered 
peacefully. It is only now when things have quietened 
down that I present to the public A History oF THE 
ENGLISH-SPEAKING PeopLes. 


If there was need for it before, that has certainly not 
passed away. For the second time in the present cen- 
tury the British Empire and the United States have 
stood together facing the perils of war on the largest 
scale known among men, and since the cannons ceased 
to fire and the bombs to burst we have become more 
conscious of our common duty to the human race. 
Language, law, and the processes by which we have 
come into being already afforded a unique foundation 
for drawing together and portraying a concerted task. 
I thought when I began that such a unity might well 
notably influence the destiny of the world. Certainly I 
do not feel that the need for this has diminished in any 
way in the twenty years that have passed. 


On the contrary, the theme of the work has grown 
in strength and reality and human thought is broad- 
ened. Vast numbers of people on both sides of the 
Atlantic and throughout the British Commonwealth of 
Nations have felt a sense of brotherhood. A new gen- 
eration is at hand. Many practical steps have been 
taken which carry us far. Thinking primarily of the

English-speaking peoples in no way implies any sense 
of restriction. It does not mean canalizing the develop- 
ment of world affairs, nor does it prevent the erection 
of structures like United Europe or other similar group- 
ings which may all find their place in the world organ- 
ization we have set on foot. It rather helps to invest 
them with life and truth. There is a growing feeling 
that the English-speaking peoples might point a finger 
showing the way if things went right, and could of 
course defend themselves, so far as any of us have the 
power, if things went wrong. 


This book does not seek to rival the works of pro- 
fessional historians. It aims rather to present a personal 
view on the processes whereby English-speaking peoples 
throughout the world have achieved their distinctive 
position and character.

I use the term “English- 
speaking peoples” because there is no other that applies 
both to the inhabitants of the British Isles and to those 
independent nations who derive their beginnings, their 
speech, and many of their institutions from England, 
and who now preserve, nourish and develop them in 
their own ways. 


Every nation or group of nations has its own tale to 
tell. Knowledge of the trials and struggles is necessary 
to all who would comprehend the problems, perils, 
challenges, and opportunities which confront us today. 
It is not intended to stir a new spirit of mastery, or 
create a mood in the study of history which would 
favor national ambition at the expense of world peace. 
It may be indeed that an inner selective power may 
lead to the continuous broadening of our thought. It is 
in the hope that contemplation of the trials and tribula- 
tions of our forefathers may not only fortify the 
English-speaking peoples of today, but also play some 
small part in uniting the whole world, that I present 
this account.

CONFESSIONS OF MASTER JEWEL THIEF 


Arthur Barry, great second-story man, looks back on a $10 million life in crime 
by ROBERT WALLACE 


EN years in the clink, followed by a spell of good, clean 
N can raise hob with a man’s reputation. The great Arthur 
arry, for example, recently got off parole at the age of 59 and is now 
free for the first time to talk about some of the details of his aston- 
ishing career. But public memory is a fickle thing and doubtless 
there are people who no longer recall who Arthur Barry is and 
what he does, or did. 

Arthur Barry was an incomparable second-story man; even the 
phrase, in the age of the ranch house, must be explained to the 
children. Second-story men are not often in the news today, but 
there was a time when they were aristocrats among thieves and 
when Barry himself was a king, There are elderly detectives still 
active today who regard hitn as the greatest jewel thief who ever lived. 
In the 1920s Barry collected a pile of loot valued somewhere between 
$5 and $10 million. He rarely robbed anyone who was not in the 
Social Register, his manners were impeccable and his working uniform 


often a tuxedo, He seldom carried a gun or a knife, never in- 
jolence and almost invariably left a favorable impression 
upon his victims, whom he called clients. In his prime he looked much 
like Ronald Colman; wealthy matrons, awakening at night to find him 
puttering about their bedrooms, often failed to scream. 
Today Arthur Barry is a $50-a-week counterman in the Montrose 
roadside restaurant in Worcester, Mass., his birthplace. He has held 
the job since his release from prison in 1949, has established hims 
as a reputable and popular citizen and recoils at the very thought of 
shinnying up a porch column. Most of the customers who drop in at 
the Montrose for a sandwich have no idea they are being served by 
one of the archthieves of all time. They give him 15¢ tips. This is 
agreeable to Barry, who would as soon forget all about his earlier 
life. ke many retired and reformed thieves, he occasionally 
feels the tickling little feet of morals creeping on him.

problem of wayward youth, which he somehow feels is wayward in 
a way that he was not.

In some ways ‘his stories may set the minds of a few people at 
rest.

Arthur Barry did not become a bigtime t hief until after World 
War I and thus the first years of his life were relatively un- 
eventful. Born in Worcester in 1896, he was the ninth of 12 
children of immigrant Irish parents. He remembers his parents as 
being firm but fair in their treatment of him and his brothers and 
sisters, all of whom turned out well. Barry's father was a brewer 
whose union wages were low but adequate.

people. One of these was a “peteman,” in the language of the 
trade, a master safecracker named Lowell Jack, who Was then in 
semiretirement and made his living by manufacturing special tools 
and nitroglycerin. Lowell Jack had no difficulty making the nitro- 
glycerin: he simply heated dynamite and water in a bucket on the 
kitchen stove and bottled the essence. But he needed a good de- 
livery boy who would not drop the stuff in a public place and 
mage a number of bystanders. He employed young Barry, at $ 
5 per delivery, and sent him on trains to other New England cities. 
Barry did just as he was told and soon became a trusted member 
of the small-time Worcester underworld. As he rode from city to 
y, a quiet, manly youngster of 14 in knickers, with his bottle of 
nitroglycerin i in a cotton-filled suitcase between his knees, he was 
the perfect picture of the noble lad of whom people say, “If we 
only had more fine boys like this one.” 

Barry committed his first burglary at 15, a small job that netted 
him less than $100 but a thoughtful and deft one all the same. His 
victims were a middle-aged couple who ran a dry goods store and 
brought the day’s receipts home with them each evening, there

being no night depositories at the Worcester banks in those days. 
For several days before the robbery, while the couple was at 
work, Barry entered their house through an unlocked window and 
prowled about, looking for the place where, if he were a middle- 
aged man who ran a dry goods store, he would hide the money. 
Eventually he found it, an empty desk drawer that seemed to have 
the smell of cash lingering in it. On the night of the burglary he 
entered the house through the same unlocked window, tiptoed 
directly to the drawer, removed the money and tiptoed out. 

“No, I was not frightened,” he says. “If they had awakened, the 
advantage would have been all mine. I was wide awake, they were 

groggy. I knew what was behind 
every door as well as they did. I 
could have been halfway down 
the block before they got organ- 
ized.” Careful preparation and a 
fine grasp of the probabilities were 
Barry’s greatest business assets. 
They made violence unnecessary. 

Barry committed a number of 
other minor burglaries during 
his formative years, then inter- 
rupted his career to serve in the 
Army in World War I. He was 
wounded in action and recom- 
mended for a Silver Star, but 
went AWOL before he could get 
it. After the war he settled in 
New York. It had never seri- 
ously occurred to him to follow 
any honest profession; his prob- 
lem was merely to decide what 
sort of thief he would be. Safe- 
cracking and bank robbery did * 
not appeal to him, and ordinary 
burglary and holdups struck him 
as unprofitable and somehow 
disreputable, Although he had 
only a high school education, Barry was a polished individual, a 
good conversationalist and something of a dandy. There was only 
one specialty that seemed appropriate for him: jewel theft. 

Jewel theft was attractive because of the ease with which, in 
the 1920s in New York, a thief could dispose of his loot. “Why,” 
Barry says, “there were fences in those days who could have got 
rid of the Statue of Liberty. Sometimes they had to send the big, 
recognizable jewels to Amsterdam to have them recut, but not 
often. I do remember that they once sent over a big emerald of 
mine, the size of a walnut, and some thief in Amsterdam stole it. 
But usually they were very reliable.” At that time it was also 
possible for fences, many of whom operated as “private detective 
agencies,” to deal directly with insurance companies. "They'd go 
to the company, say they had accidentally found the jewels in a 
hollow tree, and sell them to the company for 10% or 20% of the 
insured value. This was better than a total loss for the company.”

At the casino up in Central Park 


AVING decided what to steal, Barry had only to decide whom 
to steal it from. “I noticed that a lot of wealthy women who 
came into New York shopping used to wind up their afternoons at 
the casino up in Central Park, So I'd go up there myself to look 
them over, When I spotted a woman who had plenty of diamonds 
on her, I'd follow her out to her limousine and take the license 
number. Then all I had to do was go to the nearest phone, call up 
the police traffic bureau and say, “This is Patrolman Schultz, badge 
number 465786. I’ve got an accident up here, and I need the name 
and address of Cadillac sedan, New York plate number XYZ-123.” 
The traffic bureau never took the time to check on Patrolman 
Schultz. They'd simply give me the name and address.” 

Barry also selected his victims from the society columns, paying 
particular attention to announcements of wedding and engagement 
parties in the estate section on the North Shore of Long Island, his 
favorite hunting ground. On the afternoon of a party he would 
drive out to the Island, park his car near the estate in question and 
change into formal clothes. Then he would crash the party. Lawn 
parties were particularly easy for him since he had only to climb 
unnoticed over a wall or through a hedge, pick up a drink and a 
canapé from a passing waiter and mingle with the guests, There- 
after it was easy for him to get into the house, wander upstairs and 
make a mental sketch of the floor plan. Often he was able to enter

the master bedroom and locate likely hiding places for jewelry, 
although on such preliminary forays he never stole anything. 
Sometimes he unlocked a half-dozen windows in strategic spots, 
hoping that they would remain unlocked for a day or two, and 
occasionally he cut off the burglar alarm system. If he was discov- 
ered wandering about the house, he pretended to be a drunk look- 
ing for a place to lie down, No one ever challenged him. His stage 
presence was faultless, his taste in clothes excellent and his gram- 
mar good enough to fool the King of England—which, as a matter 
of fact, it did, at a time when Edward VIII was Prince of Wales. 

Barry encountered the prince on an evening at a speakeasy on 
59th Street and made a very favorable impression on him. They 
had several drinks in the course of two or three hours, during 
which the prince chatted gaily and perhaps a little too informa- 
tively, A few days later, early on the morning of Sept. 9, 1924, a 
thief entered the home of Mrs. Joshua Cosden at Sands Point, 
Long Island and made off with $150,000 worth of jewels, including 
some which belonged to guests of the Cosdens, the prince’s cousin, 
Lord Louis Mountbatten, and his wife. It was almost as though 
someone, in the vulgar phrase, had fingered the job. 


The rich mud of New York Bay 


HE proceeds of a $150,000 robbery could not support Barry in 

the style to which he was accustomed for very long. He could 
sell only the most valuable jewels and for only a fraction of their 
worth, His usual procedure was to break up the compound pieces, 
such as necklaces, pins and brooches, at once and throw away the 
gold and platinum settings and the smaller stones. The safest de- 
pository for these, he decided, was New York Bay. He was a fre- 
quent passenger on ferryboats, a fine-looking gentleman standing 
by the rail flicking what appeared to be cigaret ashes into the water. 
To this day New York Bay mud along the line between the ferry 
slips at the Battery and Staten Island has a high assay value. 

Because his cash realizations were low in relation to the value of 
what he stole, Barry was obliged to make numerous business trips 
to the suburbs, After the Cosden affair he paid a call at the home of 
a Social Registerite named John C. Greenleaf of Hewlett Bay Park, 
Long Island and took $10,000 worth of jewels. He had also stopped 
at the residence of Mr. Harold E. Talbott, who would someday 
hecome President Eisenhower's Secretary of the Air Force, and 
had taken $23,000 worth. Because he knew that Major Tommy 
Hitchcock, the polo player, was a man of substance, Barry visited 
him as well but got away with jewelry worth only $900. As he 
examined it during his getaway, Barry was so miffed that he threw 
a lot of it into a brook. 

Despite occasional disappointments of this sort, Barry did very 
well during the mid-’20s, averaging about half a million dollars in 
thefts per year. He extended his territory up into Dutchess County 
in New York and in that area in 1926 he performed a feat that 
aroused real awe in police circles. Haying discovered that the master 
and mistress of a large estate kept their jewelry in a 150-pound safe 
in their bedroom closet, Barry climbed into the bedroom on a 
ladder, tiptoed to the closet and silently hoisted the safe on his 
shoulder.

As they left, Barry tossed one more item to Mrs. Livermore. 
“Would you mind giving this nickel-plated platinum watch to Mr. 
Aron he said. “His mother gave it to him. Good night.” 


‘They made a clean getaway. But within a week Barry was in jail. 

It was not a professional blunder that brought about his arrest 
but, as he supposes today, a woman. Although he was married, 
Barry was a formidable ladi ‘hat’s where all the money 
went,” he explains. “You hay ea how expensive it he. 
I was quite fond of several girls in the chorus of Blossom Time and 
I used to take them all out at once. Funny thing, there was a 
number in that show in which all the girls were crowded onstage, 
with the ones in the hack row standing on ladders. The stage man- 
ager once came to me and he said, "You've got to stop keeping my 
girls up so late. They're all groggy. I’ve got a stagehand standing 
under each ladder to catch them, but someday we'll have a hell 
of an accident around here.’ 

Barry suspects that one of his girls, in a fit of monogamous 
jealousy, went to the police and told them that he had committed 
the Livermore burglary. At any rate someone did, and he was ar- 
rested by a platoon of cops at the railroad station at Ronkonkoma, 
Long Island, at 7:30 o'clock on a summer Sunday evening. He was 
sentenced to 25 years in Auburn Prison. 

As he began his sentence Barry was 31 years old and might have 
been released on parole, if he had behaved well, at the age of 47 or 
18. But he did not behave well. On July 28. 1929 he shot his way 
out of Auburn in one of the boldest, wildest jailbreaks in U.S. 
prison history. 

The break came on a quiet, cloudy Sunday afternoon. Accord- 
ing to custom, most of the 1,700 convicts in the 14-acre prison 
were allowed the freedom of the yard at that time. Some of them, 
including Barry, could walk up and down in the cell block corri- 
dors. At the end of Barry’s cell block there was a solid steel door 
containing a mail slot. Beyond this door was a guard room and

beyond that, by a grievous error of prison design, was an arsenal 
full of guns and ammunition. There were only two guards in the 
room between cell block and arsenal and one of them had the key 
to the arsenal in his pocket. 

To get into the arsenal Barry needed only two pieces of equip- 
ment. One was a birthday cake made for him by a convict who 
worked in the prison bakery. The other was a tennis ball stolen 
from the recreation yard; it had been punctured and filled with 
ammonia from the prison laundry. 

Carrying the cake in one hand and the tennis ball in the other, 
Barry tapped with his foot on the steel door at the end of his cell 
block. One of the guards peered through the mail slot; he could 
see only Barry’s head, shoulders and the cake. Three other con- 
victs, who were to make the escape with Barry, crouched beside 
the door and were out of the guard’s field of vision. 

Barry explained that the cake was a present for a conviet in an- 
other cell block. Would the guard open the door, take the cake 
and see that it was delivered? The guard agreed, unlocked the door 
to receive the cake and instead got a faceful of ammonia. He cried 
out and covered his eyes with his hands. Barry dashed past him, 
‘making for the other guard who sat in a chair, his gun across his 
knees, at the opposite end of the room. The second guard man- 
aged to fire two wild shots and was overpowered. 

Barry and his three companions quickly opened the arsenal and 
armed themselves with riot guns. The shots fired by the guard had 
already aroused other guards nearby and had also been heard by 
hundreds of convicts in the prison yard. Barry stepped out onto 

balcony which jutted off the guard room above the yard. Raising 
his gun, he fired a shot into the air and shouted, "We're breaking 
out! If anybody wants to come along, come nc A wild shout 
went up from the prisoners, who began to run toward the buildin, 

As the mass of convicts stormed into the building from one 
side, Barry and his companions dashed out the other, heading to- 
ward the main gate. As they ran they fired bursts from their riot 
guns at the guards who manned the 20-foot stone wall which en- 
closed the prison. The guards ducked and were able to return only 
scattered and inaccurate fire. Barry reached the locked gate and 
dashed into the “balky,’’ a tower which housed a winding stair- 
case leading to the top of the wall. He climbed it so quickly rhe has 
no recollection of doing so, emerged on top of the wall and stood 
for an instant surveying the lor x drop down to the street. A bullet 
fired by one of the guards tore into his lower leg, nicking the shin- 
bone but not breaking it. Another bullet smashed into his back, 
high up, above the lung. He turned and dropped over the wall, still 
carrying his gun in one hand. As he hit the sidewalk his left foot 
struck a six-inch stone sill at the base of the wall and he toppled 
over backward. He got up quickly, feeling a sharp pain in the 
foot. He had broken two toes. 


Fugitive in knickers 


UTSIDE the prison Sunday afternoon traffic on State Street, 

one of the main thoroughfares of Auburn, moved sedately 
along. Barry stepped out into the street, leveled his gun at the 
driver of a passing car and forced him to stop. As he got into the 
back seat a the car, Barry was joined by a second convict named 
Pawlak, a life-termer, who had followed him over the wall. 

There were three people in the car: a young man named Jacob 
Reese of Auburn, his wife and 4-year-old son. “Drive slowly and 
you won't get hurt,” Barry said. “Just get into the main stre: 
of traffic and keep going. Don’t speed and don’t try to signal an; 
body.” Reese did as he was told. Inside the prison, meanw! 
rioting broke out and raged for hours, so that the attention of 
police within ‘50 miles was fixed on the prison itself and not on 
the few men who had managed to escape. 

Outside the town Barry and Pawlak forced the Reeses out of 
their car and headed for Syracuse, 26 miles away. In the suburbs 
of Syracuse, Barry spotted a house that appeared to be unoccu- 
pied. He drove into the empty garage. closed the door to hide the 
car from the road and then broke into the house. 

Inside they found bandages and tape for Barry’s wounds and a 
closet containing a few pieces of men’s clothing. There was only 
one suit, which happened to fit Pawlak. The best outfit Barry 
could assemble consisted of a cap, a sweater, a pair of knickers 
and some loud golf socks. “I figured I would last about two min- 
utes in public i in that getup,” he says, “but what else could I do? 
I put it on.” In order to put on the golf socks, Barry had to re- 
move his shoes, and as soon as he did so he realized his mistake. 
“My broken toes started to swell like sausage balloons,” he says.

only part way into the shoe. So I doubled my broken toes up 
underneath and forced it in. I can still hear the bones grating.” 

After leaving the house, Barry and Pawlak set out on foot 
through the suburbs, looking for a second car to steal. Presently 
they located one in an attached garage beside a large house. For 
several hours they hid in a culvert beneath a road, watching and 
waiting until half an hour after the lights had gone out. Then 
they slipped into the garage. "'I got into the car, and Pawlak got be- 
hinditto push it. We figured that if we could roll it down a little hill, 
we wouldn’t have to start the motor until we were out of earshot.” 

Pawlak began to push the car and moved it about five feet, so 
that the hood and windshield were outdoors. “I was just sitting 
there, hoping Pawlak wouldn’t get tired pushing,” bare says, 
“when WHAM! a bullet came through the windshield. There was 
a guy on the second floor of the house aiming a gun at me. ‘Stop or 
I'll shoot!” he says, after he’s already shot. The bullet didn’t hit 
me, but it might just as well have. Both my eyes were filled with 
splinters of broken glass. I was blind.” 

Pawlak panicked. He dashed out of a door at the rear of the 
garage, leaving Barry alone in the car. “I never saw him again. A 
little while later, the police caught him,” Barry says. “I sat in the 
car for a couple of seconds, waiting for the guy to shoot again, not 
caring whether he hit me or not. Then I figured I had only one 
chance. So I pried open one of my eyes with my fingers and 
started the car with the other hand. I could see a little, enough. I 
drove that car out of the garage and down the driveway, thinking 
the guy would shoot me dead any second. He fired two or three 
but only hit the car, and suddenly I was out of there safe, 
down the road. Or at least I was safer. I was driving 50 
n hour without lights, blind in one eye and still holding 
the other open with my fingers.” 

Soon the car, its gas tank apparently punctured by bullets, 
sputtered to a stop. Barry got out and began to limp through 
backyards in the wet darkness. still heading for the center of 
town. “I stumbled through flower beds and got mud all over my 
pretty golf socks, all the way up to my knees. It was about 4 
o'clock in the morning, pouring rain, and I was getting weaker all 
the time. A Chihuahua could have come out of one of those houses 
and beat me up. Finally I floundered right into a fishpond, about a 
foot deep. I just stood there in the water and wanted to die. 

“But after a while I walked out of the pond and sat on a rock 
beside it. I thought to myself, you'd better try to get clean, get the 
mud off yourself. So I took off those shoes and socks and washed 
the socks in the pond. And then I put the socks back on. Have 
you ever tried to put on a pair of wet woolen socks, over a pair of 
broken toes, in the rain, with two bullets through you and your 
eves full of broken glass? Let me tell you something. Right then 
and there was when I finally realized what a damned fool I had 
been all my life. I was cured. If I lived through that one, I'd 
never steal anything again.” 

Somehow Barry survived the night, reached the center of town 


BACK TO PRISON after real identity was discovered. Barry gave the world 
a baleful look while waiting in the train which took burn again, 


and had breakfast in a diner. To his surprise his strange costume 
and his eyes, one swollen shut and the other open a quarter of 
an inch, did not seem to attract much attention. “I suppose [ 
looked like a crazy drunk, staggering around after an all-night 
bender, and nobody wanted to get near me. I thought that if [ 
could get on a train and reach Albany, where I had some friends, I 
might ‘have a chance. So I went to the station and bought a ticket. 
Then I looked out on the platform. Three state troopers.” 

In a last burst of ingenuity, Barry approached a newsboy who 
was walking the platform with an armload of papers. “I'm Mr. 
Gallagher,” he said in a very low voice, handing the boy a quarter. 
Then, loud enough for the troopers to hear, he said, ‘Son, do 
you know that fat man who gets on the ean every morning about 
a half hour after I do?” (Today Barry “There’s always a fat 
man who gets on every train every morning at any station. I just 
hoped that kid would know his name.”) 

“Sure,” the newsboy said. “You must mean Mr. Morell.” 

“Thaaaat’s right,” Barry shouted. “Well, you tell Mr. Morell 
that I’ll be at his house tonight for dinner at 6, O.K.?” 

“Yes, sir, Mr. Gallagher,” the boy said, “I'll tell him.” 

Barry turned and boarded the train. The troopers ignored him, 

In Albany one of Barry's friends gave him new clothes and 
found a doctor who would treat his wounds. That night, refreshed 
and alone, he moved on. 

For more than three years Barry was a successful fugitive. He 
made his way south to New York, then to New Jersey, where he 
settled in a small town not far from Flemington. His wife joined 
him there. He took the name of a man he had once known, James 
Toner, and became a salesman of windshield wipers. He com- 
mitted no more burglaries, kept the peace admirably and attracted 
no attention. But on the night of Oct. 22, 1932 there came the 
inevitable pounding on his door. 


The Rockefeller case 


1O you know what it was?” he says indignantly. ‘The Lind- 

bergh kidnaping. The cops and the FBI had been going through 
every town near Flemington checking the background of every new 
resident, They weren’t even looking for me.” 

For a time Barry was the prime suspect in the Lindbergh case 
and in a half-dozen other major crimes that had taken place during 
his vacation from Auburn. But after examinii y. 
Dr, J. F. (“Jafsie”) Condon. the celebrated middleman in the kid- 
naping, announced firmly that Barry was not the man to whom he 
had given the ransom money. 

“Police chiefs from all over the place came to question me,” 
Barry says, “including a nice guy from Greenwich, Conn. He fig- 
ured I must have robbed the Perey Rockefeller house in his town 
in 1926 and he wanted to know how I did it. Of course I told 
him I didn’t know a thing about it, and he said, ‘Now look, Arthur. 
We're alone in the room. I’m not saying you did it or didn’t do it. 
But let me tell you about it. That house is surrounded by a big 
stone wall, and between the wall and the house there are two of the

toughest watchdogs you ever saw. I went out there with a couple of 
detectives and we tried to go over the wall, just, to see if it was 
possible, and the dogs damned near killed us. Now if you were 
going to get into a place like that, what would you do?” 

‘I told the chief it was all confidential and hypothetical, and 
then I said I'd try horsemeat. Throw it over the wall and see 
what happened. 

“And then I said that if the dogs didn’t like horsemeat, if 
they were sophisticated dogs, I'd try steaks. And if this didn’t 
work either, I'd try something else. By this time the chief was 
hopping up and down in his chair. ‘What? he says. ‘WHAT 
would you try? I've been busting my brains over this for six 
years. 

“Well, I said, if I were going to commit a dastardly crime like 
that, I'd go to a kennel and I'd buy a female dog in heat. Then 
Td tie a rope around her collar, tie the other end to a tree out- 
side the wall, and I'd lower her over the wall. After about five 
minutes I'd climb over the wall myself, walk into the house and 
steal $20,000 worth of jewelry. On the way out, so there wouldn't 
be any evidence, I'd pull my dog up over the wall after me, and 
drive back to New York. 

“T thought the chief was going to die, but after a while he 
stopped laughing and said he would send me a box of cigars after 
I got back to jail. I got them an hour later.” 

Barry spent the next 17 years in jail, most of them in Attica 
Prison in New York and five of them in solitary confinement as 
punishment for his escape. Upon his release in 1949 he went 
home to Worcester and got a job with a boyhood friend who op- 
erates a chain of four restaurants. During the period of his parole, 
one of his chores involved collecting the receipts from all four 
restaurants and carrying them unguarded to the bank. “I never 
thought I would live to see the day,” a Worcester policeman re- 
cently remarked, “but I have seen it, and there's no doubt of it. 
He’s an honest man.” Barry is not only honorably employed but 
has some active extracurricular interests as well. Recently, with 
the members having full knowledge of his past, he was elected 
commander of a local veterans’ organization. 

“T am not good at drawing morals,” Arthur Barry said when 
asked for the personal observation he said he wanted to make at 
the end, “and I don’t t to bore anyone, but [ would like 
to say this. When I was a young man I had many assets. I was 
not only intelligent, I was clever. I got along well with people 
on any level and, if I do say so, I had guts. ‘T could have gone 
anywhere—to Wall Street, maybe—and made an honest fortune. 
So when you put down all those burglaries, be sure you put 
the big one at the top. Not Arthur Barry robbed Jesse Liver- 
more, or Arthur Barry robbed the cousin of the King of Eng- 
land, but just Arthur Barry robbed Arthur Barry.”
